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OLD COMMON LAW 
IS BROUGHT DITO 
ACTON IN CASE 


Mn. Edna Hilda Brown It 
Charged With Being A 
Common Scold 


TO BE HOSPITALIZED 


First Case of Its Kind in The 
County Courts For 
Many Years 


DOYLESTOWN. Sept. 20 — The 
old 
English 
common 
law 
was 
brought into action yesterday in the 
Rubles county crim inal court when 
n Bensalem Township woman was 
tried on two counts of being a 
common scold, the first case of its 
type that has been in the county 
court for many years. 
The defendant was Mrs. Edna 
Hilda Brown, 47, wife of W’ilbur 
Brown. 54. a railroader, living on 
Dunk’s F erry Road, Benaaiem town* 
chip. 
D istrict A ttorney W illard S. C ur­ 
tin. in opening to the Jury, explain­ 
ed th a t the charge of common scold 
Is not covered by an act of assem ­ 
bly in this state—occurs when a 
person is “too free with the use of [ 
his or her tongue and calls others 
nasty' or vile nam es and uses ob­ 
scene language.” 
The Jury, composed of ten men 
and two women, convicted Mrs. 
Brown, and Judge Hiram 14. Keller, 
after conferring with the defen­ 
dant's attorney. J. F ranklin H a n ­ 
sel, and D istrict Attorney Curtin. 
Imposed no sentence but directed 
that Mrs. Brown be hospitalised for 
treatment for a m ental condition 
w hich w as quite apparent through­ 
out the day-long trial. 
Mrs. Ruth 8. Devlin, and Louis 
Decardino. neighbors of the defen­ 
dant, testified that Mrs. 
Brown. 
for some time, has been yelling at 
and scolding children in the neigh­ 
borhood. and using obscene lan­ 
guage. Decardino testified that the 
defendant 
on 
several 
occasions 
called his wife a tram p and other 
names. 
Miss Dolores EUisun. 19. another 
neighbor, told the jury that “Mrs. 
Brown is never quiet.” 
The defendant denied all charges, 
but adm itted th a t she talks in a 
loud tone at tim es and that her 
chief password is “get the h------ 
out of here.” 
“My neighbors have com pletely 
Upset me.” Mrs. Brown testified. 
“They call me a witch, a bat and 
• fortune-teller, and I'm not." 
Wilbur Brown, the defendant's 
husband, and W illiam 8. Brown. 30. 
a son. testified th at the children in 
the neighborhood are pa illy to 
blame. They inform ed the court 
that the kids in the neighborhood 
have throw n tom atoes and apples 
a t Mrs. Brown, and that on another 
occasion air rifle shots were Ared 
through windows of the Brown , 
home.
